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Applicant's arguments filed 30 November 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues on Pages 7-8 
of the Instant Amendment that Tonkin in combination with Takada fails to teach mapping all generic document forms that result in the 
creation of a finished document and selecting one of a set of document forms that conforms to permanent, temporary, and capability 
restraints of printers and finishers that will print and finish the document. The Office respectfully disagrees. Applicant refers to the 
Instant Specification to define "document forms". Pages 17-18 of the Instant Specification state that a "document form" shall refer to the 
manner in which the various components are finished into a composite form (See Instant Specification, Page 16, lines 18-19). While 
various "document forms" are given by way of example, the Instant Specification also states that "other document forms can be specified 
as needed" (See Instant Specification, Page 17, line 29), indicating that document forms other than the examples provided in the Instant 
Specification may be considered. The Office maintains that Takeda teaches mapping generic document forms, such as document types 
having differing paper sizes requiring specific processing (See Takeda, Column 5, lines 20-37, and Figure 2). Takeda also teaches 
retrieving temporary constraints, such as paper size, and capability constraints, such as the function of the receiving terminal, of printers 
and finishes (See Takeda, Column 5, lines 20-54). Tonkin teaches retrieving the permanent constraints of printers and finishers, such as 
staping and binding options (See Tonkin, Page 5, paragraph 0058). 
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
